WE MADE THE DIFFERENCE 


Given that the well documented aspirations of the former 
Corkerhill Community Council - i.e.; ‘Calling on the Phoenix’ 
1987 - for the regeneration of this once proud 'Model Railway 
Village' established in 1896 are now at long last underway in 
2003, together with the refurbishment of Nethercraigs PF as a 
major Sports Arena, including a Ladies Keepfit Dance Studio 
and state of the art Skate Board facilities for children ete... 
And that this includes the further improvement of Corkerhill 
Traffic Calming Programme, Cycle Lanes, Traffic Lights, 
Shorter Pedestrian Crossing, Safety Routes to School, with 
C.C.TV, installed at both the restored Corkerhill Railway 
Station, and the multi-million modernised Maintenance Depot 
despite the somewhat questionable delays and curious 
withdrawals of the preferred locally based Rosehill and 
Glenoaks, Housing Associations respectively (despite the 
withdrawals, and as a goodwill gesture, Glenoaks contributed 
£16, 000 to Nethercraigs). 


THE STRUGGLE. ACTION FOR WARM HOMES 


Of course this development says nothing about the £606,000 
gained in M77 compensation from the Scottish Office for the 
new Children's Play Park, or the replacement walkway with 
bridge access to Pollok Country Park, nor indeed the millions 
spent as a result of our widely publicised self-organised 'Damp 
house Public Inquiry' findings presented to the Scottish Office 
in 1989 and supported by Jim Sillars MP. These not only 
brought about a ban on the misuse of dangerous chemicals to 
treat dampness in 1991 but brought about the somewhat 
abortive attempts of trying to stop the alarming exodus of 
fearful, and disillusioned tenants from Corkerhill, by installing 
new gas central heating, window frames, smoke alarms, 
together with backcourt and stairhead lighting, albeit under 
the same old patched-up flat top roofs. 


GETTING THE MESSAGE ACROSS

Sadly, however, in terms of what appeared to be a soul- 
destroying form of creeping deprivation, we had already lost 
the well-used Nethercraigs Games Hall, along with our prize- 
winning fully-manned Railway Station, the Kilmacolm to 
Glasgow Rail service, and the Railwayman's Institute. Further 
losses include the mature woodlands to the East of Corkerhill, 
with their Right of Way surrendered to Haggs Castle Golf 
Club (leaving Club members with a larger area to play golf in 
than the entire community of Corkerhill has to live and die!) 
and the nearby Corkerhill Farm, sold off to a Road Haulier, 
despite the Maxwell Conservation/National Trust Scotland 
Agreement, which was intended to benefit the health of the 


people of Glasgow, and not to promote the fatcats... 


M77 ENVIRONMENTAL RAPE 


The story of this fight back by a community trying to hold onto 
its countryside is now an important part of Scottish folklore, 
dating back to the 60's with the 10 week Ayr Route Public 
Inquiry in the 80's and the Pollok Free State resistance camp 
in the 90's... extending from The Queen in Buckingham Palace 
and the PM in Downing Street, from treeman Colin Macleod to 
the ill-tempered Minister for Eastwood, Alan Stewart to the 
House of Commons in Westminster, the Scottish Office in 
Edinburgh, UN W.H.O. Conference Atlanta USA, and of 
course, wee Bridget, Hardridge Road Corkerhill, to say 
nothing of the visit of 21 different country reps in 1992. And 
how can we ever forget visiting Indian War Chief Stone Eagle, 
who reckoned we had sent all our "assholes" to Canada during 


the Highland Clearances? 


WISH LIST STRATEGY: 
THE ART OF THE POSSIBLE. 


I am pleased to inform you, that as the elected Community 
Representative, responsible for setting up the ‘Strategy 
Group’, forerunner to the Greater Pollok ‘Social Inclusion 
Partnership’, i.e. 'Corkerhill Officers Working Group’ and 
‘Tenants Action' now renamed "Corkerhill Development 
Group" by the Mosspark Housing Office (now Glasgow 
Housing Association) we had already drawn up a Working 
Constitution, and will remain vigilant. Indeed during an early 
pre-transfer tour of the area, we drew up a "Wish List" for 
those houses not in the demolish-and-rebuild programme, and 
here again, much of this work is now completed, or underway 
ahead of the transfer but whether this service will remain 
sustainable with the untried "Streets Ahead" L.H.O. is a 
question for those activists who understand the politics of such 


community infighting. 


CORKERHILL IS ABOUT MORE THAN 50 RENTED 
a a a a 
HOUSES. 


Meantime while the 'Development Group' Plans mention 
improvements to the Children's Play Park etc. we see very 
little commitment to this element of the redevelopment 
programme, produced by the Glasgow City Council at the 
outset. Nor do we see any real interest shown in the wider 
community, other than for the 50 rented houses, commendable 
as this may be for those tenants affected by the upheaval of 
decant, albeit with an accountant's protective eye on the more 
profitable houses for sale in terms where to make the cuts in 
cost; a case of let the public purse meet such costs while private 
sector pick up the benefits? I hope not!! Nor do we see any 
interest in contributing towards costs of Nethercraigs Playing 
Fields, Safe Home Zones or the proposed ‘Wild Flower 
Meadow’ in Corkerhill Field, far less the plight of those good 


neighbours denied a new house.

It seems to me, that in the absence of a properly representative 
and well informed Community Council, the members of the 
‘Development Group' are in the unique position of being able 
to bring all the departments and agencies together under the 
one agenda, rather than be allowed to drift into small exclusive 
self interest cliques, with shorter and hurried meetings, 
curtailed minutes and very little serious general discussion, or 


Security by Design planning with the Police in attendance, 


And here again for the record, we should never forget, that in 
terms of the drastic shift from rented council housing to home 
ownership, this is primarily a promotional exercise in 
Privatisation with 178 new build houses i.e.; 50 for rent, the 
rest for sale. In fact, this once desirable ‘Model Railway 
Village' was left despairing, with little choice but to accept the 


private developers deal, in order to deter the then Glasgow

District Council from over exploiting Corkerhill’s unique 
record of successful people integration, by using the villages 
housing stock as a dumping ground for those homeless tenants 
with social problems. In fact, Corkerhill was the very first 


community in Glasgow to house the Vietnamese Boat People. 


And also played a contributing role in introducing the ‘Local 


Connection Points System"... 


BUILT MORE HOUSES AT AFFORDABLE RENT

Indeed, while one recognises the growing attraction of home 
ownership in terms of residential control, the downside is that 
not only have we lost over 200 rented stock, but twice as many 
broken-hearted families and good living neighbours in the 
sacrifice. However, while it may be too much of a forlorn hope 
at a time when affordable housing for rent is disappearing at 
an alarming rate, a nice reward for the current sacrifice would 
be to add an extra 5 newly built rented homes to the Cube 


Housing Association stock. 


NEW CHALLENGE OLD SPIRIT 


Given Corkerhill's nearness to the designated countryside 
covered by the Maxwell Family Conservation Agreement (also 
rail and bus transport, rivers, walkways, parks cycle lanes, 
Pollok House and Burrell Museums, Haggs Castle Golf 
Course, Nethercraigs Playing Fields and Cardonald College) 
and having done my Local Defence Volunteer training in the 
area during the 1939/45 War, (and later as a founder member 
and director of Glasgow's first ever experiment in Workers 
Control in the 60's and National Officer in the Printers trade 
Union in the 70's, which played a significant part in providing 
the campaign posters for the UCS Work-In), I have always 
envisaged a renewed people-friendly Corkerhill. 
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THE VISION 


In the current circumstances, in terms of promoting workable 
participatory democracy within the housing environment, it 
appears that with all its evident potential, the Village was far 
too small for divisive duplication of cost and effort. We can 
take the long term view, that in terms of political stability and 
unity of purpose and that together with a properly elected 
Community Council, "Cube Housing Association" could best 
serve Corkerhill tenants as its L.H.O. rather than ‘The 
Glasgow Housing Association’ imposed ‘Streets Ahead'. In 
fact, this proposition was confirmed by written referenda in 
2001. 


Suffice to suggest, that this proposal can be remedied later 
during a secondary transfer debate should the tenants 
consider that the conflicting interests of "Streets Ahead 
Alliance" and "Cube/Bett/Ogilvie Partnership" an_ ill- 


considered obstacle to the overall regeneration programme... 
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NO RETURN TO TENANT V. OWNER CONFLICT

Meanwhile we should also seek to avoid a return to the 
outdated, divisive Tenant y. Homeowner conflict, by working 
in properly constituted Fellowship, not unlike our forebears 
who built the Historic Railwayman's Institute in 1900 and 
whose record of Fellowship, and caring for their neighbours 
long before Municipal Housing and the Welfare State, should 
be an inspiration to us all in 2003. In fact, 'Corkerhill Model 
Railway Village' with its Elders operating from the Railway 
Institute was among the early leaders in the Community Self 
Management i.e. in the Robert Owen, New Lanark mould. 
Sadly the Railway Institute is now demolished, despite well 
argued protest. And it must be said that, here again, the story 
behind this act of planned deprivation, in a community world 
renowned for trying to preserve the best values of its 
environmental heritage, is another sad tale of official ignorance 


and penny pinching,

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particularly with regard to understanding the roots of 
ordinary peoples endeavour...an area also covered by the 
socially enlightened 1937 Maxwell Family Conservation 


Agreement. 
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MAKING A DIFFERENCE 
OR SELLING THE COMMUNITY SHORT 


With all due respect to the replacement Community Council 
members, it should now be painfully evident, that despite the 
full intervention of the Glasgow City Council Public Relation 
Department, recruitment videos, local MPs, MSPs, and City 
Councillors, that in their haste to bury the above achievements 
and cover up the truth behind the mass resignation of all the 
long serving members of this world renowned Corkerhill 
Community Council in April 2002 and amidst all the flowery 
rhetoric, the new recruitment, regulators and enforcers 
parachuted in with whitewash brushes at the ready to get rid 
of the evidence, yet failed to attract enough willing candidates 
to hold a contested election for the first time in 25 years. And 
with this dismal failure, has not only set Corkerhill's 
programme of promoting participatory democracy back to 


square one in terms of how far we had progressed since 1977...

but also written out of history all the outstanding records, 
minutes and commitments relating to the Community 
Councils continued resolve to fight for their office premises, 
and for that matter cast aside, the "Convention of Glasgow 
Community Councils" resolution in 1984, calling for the 
implementation of Section 55 of the Local Government Act 
1973/94, with specific regard to providing Community Council 
premises in Glasgow. Big Brother New Speak is alive and 


operates at John Street. 


Nonetheless, I am hopeful, that this shortfall/setback can be 
remedied when the new residents finally settle into the new 
build housing. And that this attracts former Village people 
and other distinguished Corkerhillies like Craig Brown, SFA, 
who has already offered his support where possible and 


acknowledged our achievements. 
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RESTRICTIVE PRACTICE

Meanwhile, the fight must go on Citywide, and Nationally, if 
Community Councils are to break out of the present straight- 
jacket of restrictions, the quagmire of pretend business 
ventures, if not indeed deceptive inquorate puppet-like 
appointments, and 'Wee Wobbly’ make-overs together with 
deceptive identity change i.e. (Community Councils alias 
Tenants Residents Associations) in order to hoodwink and 
squeeze out funding and rate relief from those somewhat 
Fagin-like, penny-pinching window dressers, who control the 
City Council Regeneration begging bowl (the contents of which 
appear to be available and on-tap to almost every favoured 
quango, that fits the Regulators identikit, whether properly 
Constituted or not). And in this sense the new hyped-up 
Community Council recruitment slogan (‘You Can Make A 
Difference') produced by the City Council in a blaze of TV and 
press publicity

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in 2002 has certainly proven an ironic replacement for the 
earlier recruitment spin entitled 'It's Worth It You Know' 
which was fronted by the late John Toye, STV and presented 
by TV funny girl, Elaine C. Smith and which featured the ill- 
fated Corkerhill Projects Centre...now considered to be 'Not 


Worth It” because it 'Made A Difference' too far. 
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RESTORE RATE RELIEF TO COMMUNITY COUNCIL 
PREMISES 


In a long letter from the Glasgow District Council Chief 
Executive to the Local Government Ombudsman dated 2002, 
the Council argues that, with regards to funding Community 
Council premises under the terms of Section 55 Local Gov. 
Scot Act 1973/94, the operative word is "may" and that this is 


a permissive agreement and not by mandatory arrangement. 


And that's clear enough. 
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THE CASE FOR A MATTER OF INTERPRETATION 


It is my firm contention, that having signed a joint agreement 
with Corkerhill Community Council e.g.; that on merit the 
"Information and Projects Centre' was entitled Concessionary 
Rates Relief in 1978...and that no matter how one looks at this 
contract, it can be argued that former Strathclyde Regional 
Council were in breach of this written agreement when it took 
the political decision to change its previous Rates Relief Policy, 
by withdrawing the rates relief from Corkerhill CC 14 years 
later in 1992, without the chance of an appeal or seeking the 
necessary agreement to go ahead from the other parties to this 


written concord. 


Of course, the question of misleading maladministration and 
extraordinary delay arises... but as we had already guessed, 
this was 'A political policy not a matter for the Ombudsman, 
but for the Law Courts', which the Community Council could 
not afford. And which was likely to prove counter-productive 
(continued) 
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and self-defeating in the long run. 


Therefore, given that the current Glasgow City Council Policy 
of prohibiting Community Councils from being Principal 
Leaseholders was brought about by a somewhat belated and 
ill-conceived political decision and not by any change in the 
Law, it is my contention, that by the same token, a fresh policy 
decision, by the newly elected Council could Make A Real 
Difference by restoring Concessionary rates relief to 
Community Council premises and offices on merit. And 
particularly at this time when the question of what constitional 
charitable organisation entitled to rates relief is under review, 
by the Scottish Executive in Edinburgh and with this bring 
genuine empowerment to Glasgow's CC's, and to the well 
meant spirit and integrity of Section 55... As it is at present the 
Act is little more than a misleading dead letter relegating 
proactive Community Councils to role of beggar lodgers in 
their own community. So much for enhanced empowerment.

NO RIGHT OF APPEAL 


And of course, despite timely appeal for a hearing within the 
terms of the Operational Guidelines Disputes Procedure, 
which I helped to formulate, the City Councils decision to 
withdraw all funding from Corkerhill Community Council's 
Projects Centre, was deemed final and not negotiable. 
However, there is absolutely nothing to stop progressive 
Community Councils from taking on their Umbrella Role as 
Principal Leaseholders, other than Glasgow City Council’s 


failure to keep its own financial house in order. 
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SCUPPERED

Surely with regard to the 'Scheme to Establish Community 
Councils in Glasgow’, it was never the Governments intention 
to pass a Law like Section 55 Local Government Scotland Act 
1973/94, encouraging Community Councils to embark on such 
a proven voyage of exploration and discovery and then, after 
25 years of extraordinary success, to abandon the highly 
experienced crew of dedicated, unpaid volunteers in mid ocean. 
And further, having weathered all sorts of political storms ill- 
winds, whims and fancies of jealous City Councillors and 
others on a shoestring budget, to then leave them without the 
necessary equipment, stores and resources to keep this unique 
experimental flagship afloat. We certainly remained true to 
our Constitutional commitments of promoting participatory 
democracy by providing a totally free Caretaker Service for all 
User Groups...unlike those dryland buccaneers at the City 


Chambers. 
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SOCIAL EXCLUSION/DEPRIVATION AT WORK 


The truth is, of course, that Glasgow City Council 
Administrators kept increasing the rent and rates - from £194 
in 1978 to over £7000 in 2002. Indeed, in their wisdom, they 
raised the rent and rates without consultation and paid the 
costs directly back to themselves, often including penalties for 


late payment of around £400. 


We owed nothing... and are certainly not suggesting City 
Chambers, Westminster or Holyrood treatment but merely 
that recognised proactive Community Councillors like those in 
Corkerhill should be provided with low cost, one-stop working 
premises where their constituents can communicate and 


identify with them on an everyday basis. 
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ICTIMS OF OUR OWN SUCCESS 


VICTIMS OFOLRO er 


I think it's fair to suggest that the closure of 'Corkerhill 
Information and Projects Centre’ after twenty five years of 
success, is a classic case of short-sighted political policy by a 
cash strapped City Council authority, unable to keep its own 
financial affairs in order, in the promotion of progressive 
Community Councils. Bluntly speaking they have failed. We 
can only respond as we have in done in defence of our 


constitutional integrity and hope that lessons will be learned. 
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WE WERE NEVER MEANT TO BE A BUSINESS 


Consequently, on my resignation at a Public Meeting January 
2002, I asked every member of the Community Council 
individually, including local group reps, if they wished to take 
over the tenancy lease of the Projects Centre in accordance 
with the City Council recommendations - i.e. hand over the 
lease, change our identity and set-up a charitable business. Not 
only was this rejected by me but every other member offered 
their resignations also. Therefore I was instructed to make a 
written Appeal to seek a solution by Ist April 2003 only to be 
told that the Councils decision was final and not negotiable 


(minuted). 
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THE COLLABORATORS

The painful irony of all this so-called Value for Money penny- 
pinching imposition and these deceptive political makeovers is 
aided and abetted by the new in-house Regulators and 
Enforcers at the C.C. Resource Centre, situated next to the 
highly rated Italian Centre in John Street. Now there's 
property where the value for money zealots could make 


savings on rent and rates! 
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EDUCATION OUT OUT OUT 


And that having already evicted the more progressive 
educational skills, of Strathclyde University Research Unit 
staff, from John Street, in an altogether messy, ill-willed 
confrontation, which involved learned people like. Prof. 
Arthur Midwinter, and went against the expressed wishes of 
Glasgow's ill-fated Community Councils Conference, Forum 
(supported by former Lord Provost Peter McCann) and the 
Scottish Association of Community Councils and also continue 
to rid themselves of all the more troublesome, and more 


progressive, Community Councils like Corkerhill. 
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PACK THEM BACK TO THEIR POLITICAL 


PAYMASTERS 


It now seems to me that in the current circumstances, those 
Value for Money champions should not only drop all pretence 
about promoting Community Councils to be anything, other 
than house trained lap dogs... but transfer the current staff 
back into the City Chambers, where they belong beside their 


political paymasters. 
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THE WAY AHEAD FOR CORKERHILL VILLAGE 


It seems to me also, that despite the obvious setbacks, this can 
only be for the better if we get ourselves properly organised. 
And that apart from using the current Regeneration process 
as a means of getting our aspirations onto the centre stage...by 
making renewed contact with all those influential friends and 
agencies who supported the former Community Council e.g. 
the World Health Organisation Network of Safe Communities, 
and Safe Kids Project Yorkhill Hospital. Scotrail, including 
the Lord Provost Office, who signed the "Safe Community 
Agreement" in 1992 together with the Lord Provosts Office, 
the W.H.O. Rep. Prof. Leif Svanstrom and myself... 
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CORKERHILL: A PLACE WORTH FIGHTING FOR 


I am hopeful, that when the 'Greater Pollok Social Inclusion, 
Healthy Living Project' comes on stream at the former 
Projects Centre, Corkerhill Place, some thought is given to 
resuming the 'Fresh Fruit and Veg Barra', 'Danger-watch 
Kids' and ‘Narcotics Anon'. That said It is highly unlikely 
that we will ever again replace dedicated people like Betty 
Campbell, former Chairperson and convener of 'Dangerwatch 
Kids', who made it all work with her unselfish commitment 
and dedication and by her ever-caring, non-judgmental 
understanding of the needs of those less fortunate neighbours 
with health welfare problems and in particular the children. 
Betty - always a friendly shoulder to cry on, she helped turn 
everyone else's cast off rags and junk into the much needed 
self-generating funds that contributed towards financing the 
everyday work of the Project Centre’s free Caretaker Service 
over the last ten years - sadly ended with a stroke for her 
troubles...

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No thanks, high wages or pension for this Community 
Councillor, who certainly made a real difference by her well- 
recorded charity work on behalf of the community. Indeed 
maybe it's now time to consider some form of responsibility 
payment for Chairmen, Secretary and Treasurer Community 
Councillors whose executive responsibilities often end up with 
a workload equal to any City Councillor and without the 


benefit of an office in the City Chambers. 
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THE WHO. SAFE COMMUNITY FLAG WILL FLY AGAIN 


Meantime, I am pleased to report, that the Nethercraigs 
Steering Group have agreed to fly the W.H.O. Safe 
Community flag (awarded by the UN W.H.O. Safe 
Communities in 1994), at the new Sports Arena and have given 
the go-ahead to investigate the whereabouts of the Corkerhill 
War Memorial Plates, with the view to erecting the Plates in a 
place of honour and reverence in the new Corkerhill. Albeit 
with the permission of the families and relatives of those brave 
men and women who laid down their lives fighting in defence 
of Corkerhill Railway Village... and who, by their sacrifice, left 
with us the very best of human values and a heritage worth 


fighting for. 
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THE EARLY DAYS 


This review would not be complete without saying something 
about the Gala Days and Sports Projects we organised in the 
early days of the Community Council, and how we not only 
won the Best Float Award at the Govan Fair, (A Model Steam 
Engine) but our Jazz band and majorettes also led the very 
first Lord Provost Parade through Glasgow and to 
Bellahouston Park (Country Fair Horse Show). It was here we 
also initiated and organised the Crowning Ceremony of the 
Country Fair Queen in cooperation with Kings Royal Troop of 
Horse Artillery. The contributions our rock and jazz bands 
made to the Welcome to Home to Glasgow Campaign are well 
known nor should be forgotten the part we played in the world 
classic Open Golf Championship at Haggs Castle and in 
filming the Glasgow Marathon in association with the late 
sadly missed Bob Dalgliesh. OBE. 
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DAMP HOUSING IS NO FUNNY 


And here again, it has always seemed politically significant 
how comparatively easy it was to obtain thousands of pounds 
for a few gala days from a City Council always pleading 
poverty while the arse was hanging oot the community's 
troosers with neglect. Not so easy to raise funds for organising 
the more serious "Damphouse Inquiry" and the year long 
business of the "Information and Projects Centre" in an area 
at risk like Corkerhill (suffering from damp housing, related 
ill-health, high unemployment high child density and acute 
poverty, all featured in the book "Children At Risk" by Prof 
Dr Helen Roberts Prof Susan Smith and Carol Bryce). 
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MONEY FOR HA HA... 
NO MONEY FOR COMBATTING DAMP HOUSING 


And how this Festival Budget was also used in favour of 
Tenants Groups Halls where there was no active Community 
Council, while Community Councils Projects Centre were 
deemed ineligible for such funding by all other City Council 


resources, 


And on the subject of social exclusion and of poverty, as a 
founder member, I am pleased to be part of the new Citizens 
Advice Bureau at Pollok Centre, and as an_ individual 
associated with the Greater Pollok Social Inclusion 


Partnership.
